Domestic Insects Urged 
To War Upon Parasites 


Philadelphia, Dec. 28 (By A. P.).— 
Possible domestication of insects 
which prey upon harmful bugs and 
parasites was suggested today by 
Dr. L. O. Howard, chief of the bu- 
reau of entomology, Department of 
Agriculture. Dr. Howard was one 
of the speakers before the ento- 
mological section of the American 
Association for the Advancement 
of Science. ‘ 

“It may be too much to expect,” 
he said, “that we shall ever be 
able to handle these creatures as 
quasi-domestic animals and to use 
them at will, but we must develop 
all possibilities.” 

Dr. Howard urged that every im- 
portant parasite on injurious in- 
and every predatory insect 
feeds on injurious insects 
should be brought here from all 
parts of the world to aid the 
farmer, whose worrtes, he _ said, 
would be much greater if he did 
not have these winged and crawling 
helpers.

| Serting that a will bearing the signa- 


ture of Button Gwinnett, a signer of 
the Declaration of Independence, has 
been unlawfully removed from the 
State archives where it had been since 
the eighteenth century, the State of 
Georgia has joined in an action in the 
supreme court of New York to prove 
its title to the instrument and to have 
it returned to the State capitol at At- 
lanta. 

According to Robert D. O’Callaghan, 
New York attorney representing the 
Southern State, the will disappeared 
from the archives some time within 
the past twelve years and when next 
heard of was in the possession of the 
James H. Manning estate at Albany, 
N. Y. When the Manning estate sent 
the document to any broker for sale the 
State of Georgia intervened to block 
the sale, Jaying claim to the will, Mr. 
O'Callaghan said. The Manning estate 
brought action against the broker who 
had found a buyer for the contract 
price, said to be $22,500, and the State 
of Georgia obtained permission to enter 
the action as a third party and set up 
its claim to the instrument in court. 

The will, which bears the signature 
of Gwinnett, is dated December 28, 
1771. It was made by Joseph Stanley, 
a resident of Georgia and supposedly a 
friend of Gwinnett’s. . Signatures of 
Gwirnett have recently sold for as

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New York, Dec. 28 (By A. P.).—Be- 
'cause he believed the prohibition act 
| the “most drastic law which has ever 
| been passed by any law-making body 


‘in the United States and can not be 
enforced in any large city,” Assistant 
United States Attorney Nat J. Harben 
today resigned from the prohibition en- 
‘forcement staff of United States Attor- 
ney Buckner. 

“The prohibition department and the 
United States attorney's office have 
been doing wonderful work considering 
the means which are available to them 
to enforce this law,” Mr.’ Harben said. 
“But in its present form, in my opin- 
ion, it can not be enforced in the city 
of New York or any other large city. 
The prohibition law in its present form 
breeds contempt and disrespect of our 
laws and it seems that the only way 
in which the situation can be rem- 
edied is for the act to be modified.” 

Harben said that it was recently esti- 
mated that there are 22,000 places 
operated in the city for the sale of 
liquor and that Buckner’s department 
closed about 1,500 places a year. 

“Therefore,” he said, “if no other new 
places should begin selling liquor it 
would take almost fifteen years to close 
places at present operating. As a mat- 
ter of fact, what happens is that when 
places are closed they move to another 
part of the city.” 

Harben -asserted that he was a be- 
liever in prohibition, “but we might as 
well face the facts and acknowledge 
that so far it has been impossible to 
enforce the’ national prohibition act.” 

Robert E. Manley, acting United 
States district attorney during Buck- 
ner’s illness, issued a statement saying 
that Harben had spoken without the 
knowledge of his superiors. 

“He has been in this office only since 
February 18, 1926,” he _ said. “His 
statement must be taken as an expres- 
sion of Mr. Harben’s personal views. 
Other than this I have no comment to 
|make on the statement.”

Hurley, on Wisconsin Line, 
Long a “Sore Spot,” Gets

Hurley, Wis., Dec. 28 (By A. P.).— 
This little town of 3,500 inhabitants, 
located om the Wisconsin-Michigan 
border line, and known as the “sore 
spot” of prohibition officials, felt the 
effects of 29 Federal injunctions today. 
Six years ago today a force of 50 offi- 
cers dashed into town and served 57 
warrants, but these charges were later 
dropped due to insufficient evidence. 

Three United States deputy marshals 
today started along Silver street, main 
thoroughfare of the town, and when 
they finished 29 temporary injunctions 
issued by Federal Judge A. F, Geiger 
at Milwaukee had been served. The 
injunctions restrained saloon and soft- 
drink parlor operators from selling 
liquors or removing fixtures. The Fed- 
eral district attorney said he would 
try to have the injunctions made per- 
manent for a year. 

The deputies started with the Cozy 
lunch and ended up at Marble Hall. 
Joseph Raineri, who is contesting the 
sheriff's office on a recount, was 
named as the owner of four padlocked 
places. John Bino, member of the Hur- 
ley police force, is listed as the owner 
of a new building which was padlocked. 

The action today was the biggest 
padlocking order ever issued in Wis- 
consin at one time.

proffers of assistance and renunciation. 
The described benefits are to 
China when she has a 
government,” but nothing is said as to 
what is to constitute a “responsible 
government,” or who is to pass on this 
question. 

These loopholes or jokers in the 
British memorandum attract particular 
attention in China, it is said, because 
of recent experiences with British 
diplomacy. At the Washington con- 
ference, Lord Balfour, on behalf of the 
British government, solemnly pledged 
that Wei Hai Wat, seacoast fortifi- 
cations in the northern part of 
Shantung, would be returned to China 
“under suitable conditions.” 


Wei Hai Wai Not Returned. 


This was hailed as a spendid example 
of renunciation on the part of the 
British and in keeping with the spirit 
of the Washington treaties, as it was 
everywhere conceded that China was 
entitled to have this territory. But 
when negotiations got under way be- 
tween the British and the Chinese, one 
of the conditions made by the British 
was that certain_parts of Wei Hai Wai 
should be retained by Britain for a 

riod of ten years with a further con- 

dition that these ten-year periods of 
British possession should continue in- 
definitely until “both parties to the 
agreement” were ready to nullify the 
agreement. China refused to grant 
these “suitable conditions” and the 
British consequently have never -re~- 
turned Wei Hai Wal. 

On the question of tariff autonomy 
for China, President Coolidge is ex- 
pected to declare in favor of. China's 

right to levy its own taxes like any 
other sovereign nation. 

On ‘the question of the abolition of 
extraterritorial rights in China, the 
United States government is expected 
to favor negotiations with China. Ne- 
gotiations on this and other subjects 
may be undertaken by the United 
States in collaboration with other 
powers, or America may announce read- 
iness to deal directly with China.

Whether not the United States is per- 
mitting the Diaz government to obtain war 
supplies here is not made known, but if prece- 
dent is followed such permission will be given, 
while an embargo will.be placed upon arms 
destined for the revolutionists. This was the 
course followed.by President Coolidge in Janu- 
ary, 1924, when he prohibited the shipment of 
arms to Mexico except such shipments as were 
desired by the recognized government of that 
country. This embargo is still in effect. The 
object of the embargo was to aid the Obregon- 
Calles government, which had been recognized 
by the United States. 

The same policy ought to be pursued in Nica- 
ragua; but if it should be found that the Nica- 
faguan government were playing traitor to the 
agreement, as the Calles goverament has done 
by sending these American arms into another 
country for the purpose of destroying its gov- 
ernment, then the Diaz government should not 
be permitted to obtain war material in this 
country. This is the course that has been fol- 
lowed by Secretary Kellogg in denying permis- 
sion to the Calles government to import mili- 
tary airplanes, which no doubt would have 
found their way to the Sacasa forces in Nica- 
ragua. 

The United States befriended the Obregon- 
Calles government of Mexico and enabled it to 
put down a revolution. The Calles government 
has responded by enacting laws intended to 
confiscate all American and foreign property in 
Mexico and by fomenting, financing and,arming 
a communist revolution in ‘Nicaragua. 

Secretary Kellogg seems to be reluctant to 

give full support to the government he has 
fecognized in Nicaragua. Hence, possibly, 
there will be further bloodshed. ‘If the Mexi- 
can-aided communists should gain the upper 
band the United States would find itself a step 
hearer the day when it would be compelled to 
clean Central America in order to protect the 
Panama canal. 
- The Mexican aggression against the Nica- 
raguan: government is essentially aggression 
against the United States. The easiest and 
most certain method of stopping that aggres- 
sion is to neutralize the east coast of Nica- 
ragua, which Admiral Latimer has done, and 
to give support to the Nicaraguan government, 
which apparently Secretary Kellogg does not 
have the courage or statesmanship to do.

THE FEDERAL RESERVE. 


Secretary Mellon defends the Federal Re- 
serve system and urges the enactment of a bill 


by Congress renewing the charters of the Fed- 1 a 
| tion, 


eral Reserve banks, This system has been in 
operation for twelve years. The original char- 
ters were for twenty years, hence the charters 
of the banks in the system have about eight 
years more to run. To neglect the renewal of 
these charters, in the opinion of the Secretary, 
will jeopardize the whole system and seriously 
affect the finances of the government at a 
time when there should be no uncertainty or 
disturbance. 

’The Federal Reserve system took the place 
of the old national bank system. The national 
banks filled the needs of the post-civil-war 
period and offered a market for government 
bonds. But as the business of the country in- 
creased and expanded, and the element of 
credit became of such moment in business, 
Congress began to lay plans for a more elastic 
currency system. A ‘monetary commission 
sought information from all leading countries, 
and made a report to Congress. This report 
was the basis of a currency system suggested 
and planned by the late Senator Aldrich and 
his assistants. Out of the Aldrich plan grew 
the present Federal Reserve system. 

There were many objections to the present 
Federal Reserve system when it was before 
Congress, principally because it might lend it- 
self to currency inflation. During the world 
war the Federal Reserve system did inflate the 
paper or credit money of the country enor- 
mously; but perhaps this saved the nation from 
more serious difficulties. The old national 
bank system could not have stood the strain 
of the world war. 

The present system has proved itself equal 
to any emergency, however severe, and is with- 
out doubt the best system that could be de- 
vised based on commercial paper and credit. 
The United States has gathered to itself the 
great bulk of the gold of the world, has ma- 
terially assisted some European countries to 
get back to a gold basis, and has reached a 
commanding place among all nations. The 
Federal Reserve system contributed to this, 
but the broad policy of national protection in 
all forms promoting prosperity was the most 
important factor. 


AFTER MANY YEARS. 


The truism ‘All things come to him who 
waits” is again brought forcibly to mind 
through the receipt by the Smithsonian in- 
stitution recently of a gift presented to the 
institution just 22 years ago. 

When he reached the age of 75, which was 
22 years ago, Capt. John Donnell Smith, of 
Baltimore, announced that he had given to the 
Smithsonian the botanical library which he 
had spent 30 years in collecting. But there 
was the reservation that he desired to retain 
the books as long as he wished to do so. Now 
he has decided, at the age of 97, that the vol- 
umes will be more useful in the building in 
the Mall than in his own home. 

There are some 1,600 books in the collec- 
tion, and they are believed to be the most 
complete and carefully selected volumes on 
botany ever gathered together. This is es- 
pecially true of the books referring to the 
flora of Central America as well as tropical 
America generally. Aside from the contents, 
the library is unique in its bindings, and will 
attract attention as examples of the binders’ 
art. ; 

In addition to the librarf itself the institu- 
tion has received from the same donor his 
collection of more: than 100,000 specimens of 
plants. The collection contains many types 
which have served for thé description of new 
species. These specimens, while largely of 
South and Central American origin, embrace 
also many examples of plant life from China, 
Tibet, Central Asia, India, Australia, Europe 
and Africa. A portion of this herbarium was 
installed in the Smithsonian some years ago 
and has been found of great value to the in- 
stitution’s botanists. 

Capt. Smith is the oldest living alumnus of 
Yale, having been graduated from that uni- 
versity in 1847. He first took up the subject 
of botany in 1874, and during his extended 
career in the search for knowledge of plants 
has been associated with some of the most en 
inent botanists in the world. 


DOUBLE TAXATION. 


The President has decided to send an offi- 
cial representative to Geneva to attend the 
coming international conference on the ques- 
tion of double taxation. 

“Double taxation’’ in the international 
sense is the taxation of incomes derived from 
individuals and corporations having business 
in two or more countries. The problem is to 
decide what portion of the net earnings of the 
business shall be allocated to each country for 
taxing purposes. Should an individual doing 
business in Great Britain and France, as well 
as the United States, be taxed on his income 


Or should there be a standard international 
arrangement or agreement? 

While the revenue act of 1926 provides for 
the taxation of incomes derived from foreign 
business, there is an absence of uniformity 
among the nations, resulting 
stances in what is called ‘‘double taxation.” 

In recent years American capital has been 
invested in foreign corporations, and foreign 
capital has been invested in American cor- 
porations. The result is that the question of 
income taxes is somewhat puzzling and | com- 
plicated. 


_ AVOIDING AIRPLANE FIRES.

their aid ever since. Some time ago he dis- 
covered a ‘‘white spirit,” an intermediary dis- 
tillation of mineral oil between heavy lamp 
oil and the lightest gasoline, which when 
mixed with gasoline would render it non- 
inflammable. The product, however, did not 
possess the necessary volatility for distribu- 
tion through the carburetor by vaporization, 
and hence was useless for the purpose in- 
tended. Now it appears that the problem of 
vaporization has been solved, 

Those who witnessed moving pictures of the 
start of the ill-fated transatlantic flight at- 
tempted by Rene Fonck last autumn will 
realize what the new fuel will mean to avia- 
The giant Sikorsky plane started down 
the runway, struck a depression and over- 
turned. For several moments nothing further 
happened, until suddenly a blast shook the 
wreckage and immediately the entire ship was 
wrapped in flames. Had the ganks in the 
plane been filled with noninflammable matter, 
it is probable there would have been no loss of 
life, for the two pilots, sitting in the most 
dangerous position in the plane, were able to 
leap to safety. The mechanics, however, in 
a sheltered cabin, were unable to effect their 
escape and burned to death. Hundreds of 
other similar catastrophes have occurred, 

Noninflammable helium gas, now standard 
for American lighter than air ships in place 
of the highly inflammable hydrogen, undoubt- 
edly will do much to facilitate commercial use 
of this type craft. A motor fuel which will 
not ignite, of vital concern to the security of 
pilot and passenger alike, should be a similar 
influence on the commercial development of 
the airplane. 


NIAGARA FALLS DOOMED. 


All the debutdntes of the present social sea- 
son should take warning if they contemplate a 
visit to Niagara Falls as part of their honey- 
If desire to see that 
great cataract they will do well to curtail their 
spinsterhood and get going-away gowns 
ready without delay. 

Frank B. Taylor, of Fort Wayne, Ind., a 
geologist not heretofore known to fame, has 
been engaged on geological calculations with-a 
view to ascertaining exactly how many more 
years Niagara Falls can survive. He has not 
yet determined the when they will 
disappear, but he is ready to risk his 
geological reputation that in about 3,200 years, 
unless some impertinent human ‘ees. 
‘“‘the upper four lakes will discharge at Chi- 
cago and Niagara Falls will go dry.’’ 

Mr. Taylor bases his prediction upon the sup- 
posed fact that during the last 2,700 or 3,000 
years land in Lake Huron has been rising at 
the rate of 1.48 feet evegy century. It appears 
from the evidence deduced this scientist 
that there is a hinge just west of Buffalo 
which is the pinnacle of the rise. Everything 
under the surface of the water west of that 
hinge is tilting westward, so that in just about 
1,600 years the level of Lake Erie will be on 
an exact plane with the level of Lake Huron. 
The remaining years up to A. D. 5100 will be 
required for the upper lakes to adjust them- 
selves to running through the Chicago drainage 
canal and the Illinois river into the Mississippi 
and the Gulf of Mexico instead of through the 
Niagara and St. Lawrence rivers into the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence. 

Mr, Taylor holds out great hopes for the 
water diversionists of Chicago and the rest of 
Illinois. It would be thought that such a dry 
prospect as he holds out for the people of Buf- 
falo would cause great consternation among 
those western New Yorkers. But it should not 
be forgotten that the province of Ontario is 
within 1,800 feet of the very heart of Buffalo, 
that the new bridge connecting the two will be 
dedicated -next May and that—best of al]— 
Ontario will be fully as wet as Niagara Falls 
ever was .by the time that bridge is dedicated. 
That will be 3,172 years before the day of 
doom for Niagara Falls, according to Geologist 
Taylor, the latest romantic 
of Indiana.

THE BATTLE OF TRENTON. 


The greatest and most important battle of 


the American Revolution 


Trenton, N. J., 150 ago Monday, 
December 27. Trenton was in the possession 
of the Anglo-Hessians, and Philadelphia was 
threatened. 

The people of Trenton were divided. Some 
were favorable to the war; some were non- 
combatants; still others were supporters of the 
English crown. Many of Washington’s own 
soldiers were half clad, half fed and dissatis- 
fied. Congress was unresponsive and irreso- 
lute. The American cause was hanging in the 
balance. 

The Whigs in Philadelphia were panic- 
stricken. Congress fled to Baltimore. Tory 
sympathizers were on all sides, and the enemy 
were ready to make a last assault on the Amer- 
ican cause. 

Taking advantage of the practice of the Hes- 
sians to feast and carouse on Christmas eve, 
Washington made a crossing of the Delaware 
river amid snow and floating icé, surprised the 
Hessians, and put them to. rout, without the 
loss of a single American officer or enlisted 
man. This feat is one of the most brilliant 
military achievements on record. ‘ 

In his “History of the Revolution,” the late 
Senator Lodge says of the battle of Trenton:

Congress, thoroughly frightened, ad- 
journed to Baltimore. Before going, how- 
ever, they passed a resolution giving 
Washington ‘‘full power to order and di- 
rect all things relating to the department 
and the operation of the war.’’ Thus they 
put all that was left of the Revolution into 
his hands and made him dictator. They 
could not have done a wiser act, but they 
were imposing a terrible burden upon 
their general. * * * But Washington rose 
to the height of the occasion. Under the 
strain his full powers came out * * * All 
his generals failed. But Washington did 
not fail. Neither river nor storm could 
turn him, for he was going to fight * * * 
There was one great military genius in 
Europe when Washington was fighting 
this short campaign in New Jersey—Fred- 
erick of Prussia. Looking over the ac-

HE pointer for today ts: 
When determining whether to 
assist your partner’s suit-bid or 
to name your own declaration, be 
meither grasping nor timid; bid con- 
ventionally. 

This pointer is an important one for 
many players. Some are so anxious to 
play the Dummy that they forget their. 
partnership obligations; with normal 
support and sound assistance for part- 
ner’s Major suit, so that game is more 
probable with that than anything else, 
they will bid their own hands instead 
of assisting. Others (a distinct minor- 
ity, I admit) are so timid that they 
fear the strain of playing the Dummy 
and so raise their partner’s suit with- 
out normal support. 

It is quite true that when one player 
is very much stronger than his partner 
it is sound team work to frame the 
bidding so that the stronger player ob- 
tains the contract; but only on excep- 
tional occasions is this-situation ad- 
mitted, and the advice we are giving 
is intended to apply generally. 
are many cases in which, over a part- 
ner’s No Trump, it is advisable to bid 
a Major suit so as to give the No 
Trumper a choice between the two dec-

larations; but that is distinctly the op- 
posite of denying the No Trump. With 
Major suit strength (high cards) and 
length (five cards or more), it would 
be a serious error to fail to overcall 
the No Trump, as the overcall assures 
No Trump help and if the No Trumper 
do not like the Major suit named by 
his partner, he can return to the No 
Trump. But when a Major suit has 
been named originally by the partner, 
to shift to some other suit or to a “No 
Trump when holding normal support, 
is generally most unsound. Many cases 
occur in which a Dealer starts with a 
Major, Second Hand bids another suit 
and Third Hand, with normal support 
for his partner’s Major and with one 
stopper in the adverse suit, seems to 
consider it his duty to bid No Trump 
(presumably to show his stopper, which 
is comparatively unimportant), and 
thus does not support his partner’s 
Major. With the bidding; South one 
Spade, West two Hearts; North holding

| HOW TO KEEP WELL

EW diseases are so harrowing to 
mothers as old-fashioned croup. 
The child has a cold with fever. 
The cough is troublesome. Things are 
going none too well, but there seems 
no reason to apprehend trouble when, 
on a certain night, the mother goes to 
sleep. A while before midnight she is 
awakened by her baby’s coughing. The 
sound is peculiar. No other cough 
sounds just the same. By the time the 
mother is awakened, gets out of bed, 
slips on her wrapper and slippers and 
reaches the child’s bedside it is breath- 
ing with difficulty. 

In the olden days the mother reached 
for the ipecac bottle and doped the 
youngster. Presently he vomited. The 
mMausea made the baby so miserable 
that he did not care whether he got 
any air or not. When this “don’t care” 
stage was reached he relaxed and, 
therefore, breathed more easily so long 
as the relaxation lasted. All night long 
the mother wrestled with her problem 
as best she could, using ipecac when- 
eyer the struggle for breath seemed 
worse than nausea. When morning 
came both mother and baby were able 
to get a little quiet sleep. But by mid- 
afternoon the clouds were gathering. 
Early dusk found the baby getting 
hoarse, the breathing difficult. Before 
bedtime the ipecac bottle was again in 
use. A few spells, each lasting about 
three or four days, were to be expected 
each winter. 

Then came the telephone, and spas- 
modic croup lost some of its terror. 
What mattered it if the mother did 
know that the doctor when called by 


“phone at midnight would prescribe 


ipecac? The telephone did for the 
mother what ipecac did for her baby. 
It made it possible for her to relax. 

In recent years we have learned that 
the basic cause of spasmodic croup is 
an insufficiency of calcium in the 
blood; also that this disorder is a first 
cousin to convulsions and a group of

has made it possible to follow up the 
ipecac treatment. 

The morning after, the mother used 
to sit by, hoping that night would not 
precipitate trouble, greasing with goose 
grease and covering the chest with 
flannel, but doing nothing more. Now 
she begins giving lime in some form 
right away. In all probability her baby 
has had other attacks. She kas taken 
him to the physician. Maybe the physi- 
cian has made a blood examination for 
lime and phosphorus. Almost certain- 
ly he has prescribed some form of lime 
to be taken between attacks. If the 
mother has dropped the use of lime she 
resumes it at once. 

In all probability she has been told 
that babies who have a croupy tend- 
ency need to eat foods rich in lime. 
Therefore she increases the milk in the 
baby’s diet. Since light is necessary 
for the proper use of lime by the tis- 
sues, the mother keeps her baby out of 
doors, in the sunlight, as much as the 
season will permit. She arranges to 
have the sunlight supplemented by 
some form of lamp treatment. Under 
proper circumstances she makes use of 
a daily dose of cod liver oil.

Doubtless such aie contingency 
would make for increased attendance 
in every park in the circuits. Repre- 
sentatives and senators, as such, of 
course, would enjoy the same frank- 
ing privileges tendered them by the 
Postoffice Department and the United 
States Naval and Military Academies. 
Constituencies in the several States 
boasting league teams would be 
franked into the ball parks in return 
for past favors at no expense to the 
solons. 

Government control of the game 
would be an economical move for 
the magnates it seems certain. With 
400 representatives and 96 senators to 
administrate the affairs of baseball, 
Judge Landis could be dispensed with 
and his salary of $65,000 a year di- 
verted to one of the many charitable 
uses that big league magnates scram- 
ble over one another in their haste 
to fulfill. 

Judge Landis also has a secretary 
who is drawing $12,500 yearly, and 
this outlay would be a clear saving 
under government control what with 
secretaries and undersecretaries of 
400 representatives and 96 senators 
cager to do a littie more work for the 
benefit of the country as a whole.

Especially is it opposed to empowering 
the commissioners with the rgeulation 
of trades—the licensing of them and 
the like. 

The Methodist board of temperance 
and public morals is opposed to the 
provision which would make it discre- 
tionary with the commissioners to per- 
mit boxing bouts, cock fights and 
whippet races. The board also is op- 
posed because of its prohibition pro- 
visions. 

Organized labor vigorously opposed 
the bill introduced at the last session 
of Congress to broaden the power of 
the present commissioners. This meas- 
ure was contested so vigorously as soon 
as it was given a hearing that it was 
pocketed and never has been referred 
to since. 

It has received this treatment de- 
spite the apparent desire on the part 
of Congress to give the commissioners 
more scope over comparatively minor 
matters of the District government. 

Reid’s bill is designed to satisfy this 
desire and at the same time bring the 
government closer to local residents in 
part response to their fight for self- 
government. The measure is far broader 
in its provisions, however, than that 
which simply would enlarge the com- 
missioners’ authority. 

It is Reid’s idea, though, that the 
measure need not be accepted in its 
entirety necessarily, but that it has 
any number of good points. He in- 
tends to see that it at least is given 
a full airing. 

He plans to press it immediately 
after Congress returns from its Christ- 
mas recess.

STABLE FARM PRICES 
NEMANDED BY LOWDEN 


Former Governor of Illinois 
Declares That Agricultural 
surplus Is Inevitable. 


FOR FEDERAL BOARD PLAN 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 28 (By A. P.).— 
Some means for stabilizing prices of 
farm products should be found “in 
the interest of the consumer as well 
as of the producer,” Frank O. Lowden, 
former governor of Illinois, said to- 
hight in an address before the Ameri- 
can Farm Economics association. This 
stabilization of prices, he said, must 
be at a point covering cost of produc- 
tion with sufficient profit to induce 
the farmers to go on producing. 

“A surplus of the staple products of 
the farm,” he continued, “is inevitable 
and necessary. The nation that holds 
this surplus is the richer for having it. 
eeneacg can plan the better for the 
future if it knows in advance that we 
shall have enough of food and raw 
materials.” 

Lowden explained the sugg*stion of 
a Federal farm board for such a pfro- 
gram of stabilization, and listed what 
he termed defects in the argument 
that such a plan would result in great- 
ly increased production, with a surplus 
s0 large as to become altogether un- 
manageable. 

“In the first place,”’ the speaker said, 
“the argument assumes that in agri- 
cultural, as in industry, ungatisfactory 
prices results shortly in reduced pro- 
duction. This is not so. And then 
the argument proves too much. If it 
be true that the farmer will overpro- 
duce simply because he is getting for 
his product cost of production with 
some profit, it follows that the farmer 
must always sell his product at less 
than the cost of production. This can 
not be so unless we are to revise com- 
pletely our economics.” 

Lowden agreed with the belief that 
“our rural civilization is in a perilous 
state,”’ but could not follow those who 
have despaired of finding some remedy 
for the situation.

providing fines of not to exceed $40 in 
each case when motorists fail to apply 
for renewal of their operators’ permits, 


according to a new ‘s‘taggered”’ plan 

In a communication to the commis- 
sioners, Eldridge complained that the 
last announcement of the board, which 
requested all those holding old permits 
numbered under 50,000 to apply to 
have them renewed by December 1, had 
brought only 8,419 applications to the 
police traffic bureau. He said that 
only 54,467, or an average of 240 a@ day, 
had requested renewals since. July 3 
when the call was first issued, leaving 
two-thirds, or approximately 100,000 
motorists, to apply before July 3, 1927 
the day fixed by Congress after which 
only new permits will be recognized 
officially. 


Few Are Making Applications.

“Inasmuch as no penalty was at- 
tached to the call recently approved by 
the commissioners, there is a tendency 
on the part of motorists to postpone 
making applications for renewal of per- 
i|mits until the end of the fiscal year, 
iwhen all old permits are outlawed.”
